William Ghan on Running 

Board When Cars

William Ghan, 55, prominent Chan- 
nel Lake nnd Chicago resident, died 
Tlmrsday in the Walworth oounty hos- 
pital, as a result of fatal Injuries to- 
celved tlio day before when he was 
caught In a collision of automobile^ 
near Elkhom, Wis. 

Ghan was riding on the running 
■board of tho car driven by H. H. Brad- 
ley, of Oak Park, when a car driven 
south by Herman Welsenhal, of East 
Troy, Wis., collided Into them while* 
attempting to pass. A doorJiandle 
caught Ghan, ripping open his abdo- 
men, and he fell from tho running 
board, breaking bis leg. He waa taken 
to the Wafworth county hospital, 
where ho died tho following after- 
noon. 

Witnesses Held. 
A coroner's Jury under Coroner W. 
F. Best of Walworth oounty, Wiscon- 
sin, held an Inquest intx> Ghan's 
death. Three persons, H. H. Braley. 
Oak Park; driver of one of the two 
cars; Elmer EHibermtan, also of Chan-, 
nel Lake, and Mrs. Dudley Lomke, of 
Troy Center. Wis., were held by Sher- 
iff James Mason of Walworth county 
pending the outcome of the Inquest. 

Ghan waa well-known in Chicago la- 
bor union circles, and has many 
friends In Antloch, and at Channel 
Lake where he had owned a summer 
cottage for many years. Ho Is sur-- 
vlvod by his wife and one sou, Hor-

"When political prophets ask you to vote for some new 

"sure cure" for the woes of the nation, read the following 

sane remarks by D.tvid F. Houston and thumb your nose 

ac the professional vote seeker who thrives at the tax- 

_ payer's expense: 

"Some tell us that wc are in a new economic era and 
that old economic law* no longer apply.' They told us 
this in 1929. They tell us the same thing 1931. What 
they say now is just about as valid as what they said then. 

*'Thcy tell us that our institutions are menaced; that 
■we must speedily revolutionize them: and, that, if we do 
/not, something will get us, the revolutionist, the com- 
mimist, or the soviet*. 

• "They tell us that capitalism has failed or is on trial. 
They do not tell us what they mean by capitalism. Per- 
haps they do not know. Wc know that capital is wealth 
saved to aid labor in the production of further wealth. 
That does not seem to be a very dangerous thing. In fact, 
it has been through hard work producing wealth and 
through self-denial resulting in saving wealth that much 
of the progress of the world has come. 

"It is foolish to contrast capitalism with communism 
or sovietism. There is no such contrast. The real con- 
trast is between liberty or freedom and individual initia- 
tive and tyranny. 

"Some of them, ignorant of what is really going on in 
Russia but much impressed by propaganda, tell us that 
Russia has a plan and that we must have a plan. They 
say that we must have a national plan and national plan- 
ning board. What folly! What men, or group of men. 
in this country would know how to direct all, or many, 
.of the leading activities of this great nation; and who is 
so innocent as to assume that, if they were to make a 
plan, our people would follow it, unless they could be 
made slaves? Certainly the federal government could not 
formulate or direct such a plan. It is none too success- 



ful in discharging its c6nstitutional functions. It can- 
not even run a routine business tike the post office with- 
out a huge deficit."

MORE CO-OPERATION FOR AGRICULTURE 

In the opinion of many qualified observers, agriculture 
is facing the most difiicult period in several decades. And 
most of the causes behind the farmer's problems are be- 
yond his control as an individual. 

The solution of the present crisis may be found in one 
word — co-operation. Farmers must work together more 
closely, and so must farm organizations. Overproduction 
of crops and tow prices for farm products require mass 
treatment, if a cure is to be effected. 

The advantages of co-operative production and selling 
are well shown by the Dairymen's League Co-operative 
Association of New York, a leader in its field. It is esti- 
mated that in ten years its members have received 
$107,200,000 more for their milk than they would have 
received otherwise. The league, by controlling about half 
the milk of its territory, Is able to meet distributon on 
equal terms and assure the dairymen a fair deal. 

Agriculture, like industry, has passed far beyond the 

stage where the individual producer can do business on 

his own. He must prepare to meet changed conditions 

with changed methods. Co-operation — another word for 

mass action — is the way out.

REVENUE INCREASES WITHOUT RAISING RATE 

Taxes, when they reach a certain limit, often fail of 
their purpose. Instead of producing more revenue, they 
produce less. 

This is proving true of gasoline and. automobile taxes. 
When levies grow too high the public simply does less 
driving. 

In contrast to this are the states of Missouri and New 
Hampshire where income from the gas tax has increased 
without raising the rate. Missouri, where the tax is fixed 
by law at 2 cents a gallon for a decade, had the largest 
May collections since the levy was first imposed, in 1925, 
and its tax income for the first five months was nearly 
$2J0,000 greater than for the same period in 1930. 

Gasoline tax collections have increased so noticeably in 
New Hampshire that the Nashua Telegraph has suggest- 
ed that the next session of the legislature might seriously 
consider reducing the tax. 

It may be that states benefit more from a reasonable 
tax than from an excessive one which causes automobile 
owners of modest means to leave their cars at home.

"By means of lhe»© niuiibered metal 
bands Important InvestlKalloua rela- 
tive to the roJgrallona and other facta 
JD the life histories of North Ameri- 
can birds are being a/lvanced. Tho 
bands are attached to tho birds by vol- 
unteer co-operators, b^lh In the 
United States and Canada, who serve 
•n-Uhout pay. Success In the blrd-baud- 
1ns work Is therefore dependent upon 
the reports of persons In both coun- 
tries on such banded birds as come to 
their attention. 

"Migratory waterfowl have been 
■banded In large numbera at more than 
fifty stations scattered over the cou- 
ftlnent and have been recovered as tar 
south as Central America and tlie la- 
land of Trinidad. Small aong birds 
have been banded In still greater num- 
bers, and many interftsUng facts con- 
cernlng their movomonta are being 
discovered. Tho biological survey, ac- 
cordingly, ilealrea to have a report on 
every banded bird that may bo recov- 
ered, and it is hope<l tliat you will con- 
tinue to help In this work by report- 
ing any Iwinda that come to your at- 
tention, giving the number (with ser- 
ies designation. If any. as A, B. etc.), 
date of recovery, and the locality."

SPREADBY FLIES 

Germs of Tuberculosis, Diph- 
theria and Smallpox Are 
Transported by Insects. 

The common house fly Is the most 
dangerous enemy to mankind, causing 
more than 7S,000 deaths annually, ac- 
cording to Dr. a F. Iledenburg, direc- 
tor of the Rex Itesearch Foundation, 
Chicago, which Is engaged In n nation- 
wide warfare on "public enemy** In- 
sects. 

"These deaths result directly from 
germs carried by the fly from Its un- 
sanitary breeding places to man- and 
his food," said Doctor Iledenburg. 
"Deaths caused by flics are many 
times more than those caused by wars 
and wndM)caBt8 of all times, , ' •"• 

**About 30 diseases are known to be 



spread. by germa carried by lllca. The 
most common are typhoid. Infantile 
diarrhea, cholera, and dysentery. Cen- 
sus reports show that Infantile diar- 
rhea, better known aa 'summer com- 
plaint,' germs of which are transport- 
ed by the fly, causes more deaths 
amongchlldren than measles, scarlet 
fever, whooping cough and diphtheria 
put together.** 

Other common ailments traceable to 
flies are tubcrculoals, anthrax, eye dis- 
ease, diphtheria and smallpox. 

Health authorities declare that the 
fly can be eliminated most effectively 
by destroying breeding places— refuse 
and garbage plies, by screening win- 
dows and destroying the flies that get 
Into the house with a good fly spray. 
Itesearch In the Foundation's labora- 
tories lins deflnltely proven that fly- 
papers, powders and swatters are In- 
efllclent oa exterminators. The fa- 
vored method— spraying— should be 
applied with a hand aprayer directed 
towarda the walla and ceilings of the 
rooms. The mist drawn Into their 
breathing pores parnlyiea the flies, 
quickly causing their death. 



Leading health authorities declare 
that n single fly can carry 0,000,000 
germs and because of this acrloua 
health menace they warn that the ap- 
pearances of flies In the home Is n 
danger stgiml to be quickly heeded by 
tho careful housewife. 

Dr. 0. F. Iledenburg, director of the 
Tier Ileaenrch Foundation, Chicago, 
which Is engaged In a nation-wide war- 
fare on flies and other "public enemy** 
Insects, Btatea that a study of the hab- 
its of flies showa that It la impossible 
fbr them to live without their bodies 



being continually luden with germa. 

"I'llea hatch, grow and crawl only In 
the moat unsanitary places," said Dr. 
Hedenburg. "They come direct from 
these places to. the home. 

"The only effective modem method 
of exterminating flies Is to use a good 
home spray. It Is very unsanitary to 
swat the fly because swatting merely 
releases tlie millions of germs in and 
on the hairy body and the inaect'i 
sticky footpads. These germs remain 
alive and scatter to contamlnat* ha- 
man habitation and food. Swatting 
also ablls walls and fabrics. 

"A sprayed Insecticide will instantly 
kill fllea and the germs they carry. 
This spray when 'shot' to the celling 
and walla forms a mist cloud that 
clears the room not only of flies but '' 
other pests. It U stainless, entirely 
harmless when breathed by humaoa 
and animals, Und has a pleasing odor. 
"Extermination by. spray leaves no 
stains or other disorder to clean up. 
The dead flies are easily disposed of • 
by- sweeping or with a vacuum 
I cleaner." •

"A word to the wise is sufficient " is 
a well-known saying, and its applica- 
tion to Auction it well illustrated by 
the following comment of a well-known 
player. R«d and ponder his remarks 
carefully, so that you will feel in your 
own mind that "A word to the wise is 
sufficient." 

"After many years of expcnment. 
the art of bidding in Auction and 
Contract Bridge has developed along 
fairly well defined lines. Unfortunately, 
however, these methods of bidding 
which are the result of expert play and 
opinion arc not generally known nor 
tnoroughly understood. , 

, " 'Non-efHciency.' is a mild term 
' of diiparagement for the 'hit-or-miia 
' methods of the average player. Bid- 
ding, to be efficient, must be systcmati- 
callydirectedtowardsdeveloping.eithcr 
for attack or defense, the combined 
strength of two hands. 

"Alott bidding is •non-efficient for 
the reason that players usually show 
I the minimum conuderation for their 
t partner's hand and the maximum for 
their own. And. either because of 
selfishness or ignorance, fail to appre- 
ciate the importance of bidding twenty- 
sU cards. '^ ' ■ , 

, "That 'thirteen cards cannot ,be 
played aucccssfuUy againit twenty-aix, 
IS an axiom of the game. An improper 
lead or discard usually calls for more 
critidttn than doea an Improper bid. 
If it be conceded as highly important 
to combine the efficiency of two hands 
I in play, thea it must be .conceded as 
c^tUlIx important Uiit they be cam-

comings in this respect, they would 
then begin to see the advantage of 
some system in bidding having for its 
objective not only greater efficiency, 
but the establishment of confidence 
between partners. 

"Another very important reason for 
systematic cooperation between part- 
ners is that the extreme rapidity of the 
present game leaves no time for ex- 
periments, or errors in bidding. Auction 
statiitics show that about one out of 
every two deals goes game irrespective 
of points already scored; also that any 
points so scored are of assistance m 
going game about once in twenty-five 
times. , „ 

"It follows that faulty or half-way 
tactics, cither unsound or undecisive, 
achieve little except ultimate defeat. 
There is but one goal of supreme im- 
portance in Auction and Contract-— 
and that is Game, or its equivalent in 
penalties. Next in importance is saying 
Game. Every other consideration is ol 
relative unimportance. In Auction and 
Contract there is no time like the 
present,. and no guarantee aa to the 

future. . \ , ^ 

"Nor will practice make, perfect. A 
phyer may devote a lifetime to the 
game and never twice encounter the 
same combination. Observation for 
most people is a slow teacher. Thirty 
days spent in acquiring even a sinattw- 
ing of correct principles will benefit 
more a player's game than wdl thirty 
years of ordinary play." " . /

BIIOOD PRINCIPAL 
FOOD OF MOSQOITO 



Most relentless of all Insects la lU 
torture of humuns Is the blood-thirsty 
female mosquito. The male Is barm- 
less. Not only does the female sink 
her **dagger" deep Into the flesh and. 
leave a swollen and Irritating wound 
to get her flll of blood, but In time 
wound she Injects a poisonous fluid 
and oftentimes ■ dangerous disease 
germs to cause sickness and death, 
according to the Ilex Itesearch Foun- 
dation. 

Although to many people a mosquito 
la Just a slncle humming pest that 
goes around under cover of darknesi 
puncturing skins, there are many va- 
rieties of thla pest, tho Foundation 
points out. Some of these breed la 
old tin cans containing water and In 
rain barrels; others, In swamps and 
ponds, while still others breed In clear, 
cool water. And there are also mo*- 
quitoca which prefer tho stagnant wo-! 
ter of sewers. The principal food ot, 
lilt common mosquitoes la blood of hun*. 
inans, animals, birds, and even anakcs. 
The mouth ports of the female mos- 
quito are admirably adapted to pierc- 
ing the skin. The "dagger" Is made 
up of a bundle of six very fine sharp 
needles which puncture tho akin- eas- 
ily and through which the mosquito 
pumps blood Into her stomach. Be- 
fore the blood Is drawn, however, she 
Injects a poisonous fluid which thine 
the blood so that she can draw It up 
readily. It Is this poison that cuusea 
the familiar mosquito bite. 

The best cure for mosquito bites Is 
their prevention. This Is done most 
effectively In or nhout tho home by do-, 
stroylng tho mosquito before she gets 
a clmnco to hind on her victim. Spray- 
ing with n good spray made expressly* 
lo kill mosquitoes and other Insects Is 
n sure way to exterminate these pcsta. 
This sprny material floating In the 
sir as* tt fine mist, while harmless to 
humans, and nonstalnlng to household 
fumlahlngs, also keeps other mos- 
quitoca from entering the room.

Any woman can prepare a meal — 
after a fashion. But why not loam to 
eerre foods that are prepared proper* 
ly In the (irat pUce? 

Soak regotables only a few minutes 
before cooking, then cover In bolllns 
water, and boll only until tender. Re- 
more at once from water and senre 
Immediately. Before cooking, add one 
teaspoonful of salt to erery quart of 
water. For red vegetables, add one 
teaspoonful of vinegar to preserve 
color, and season before serving. 

Keep water boiling gently on pota- 
toes, so that the Inside Is not hard 
when the outside Is mushy. Drain, 
then put back over flame for a minute 
to dry out .Mash or rise until there 
aro no lumps, add hot milk and butter. 
Beat vigorously over a slow Hamo un* 
til light and fluffy. Serve at once, or. 
If they must stand, leave In oven, 
partly covered. 

For Tender Steaka. 

Trim edges of a tender steak cut, 
beat pan, rub It lightly with suet, and 
sear both sides of meat Keep flame 
QUlte high at flrst. then lower heat. 
Season during cooking, and dot with 
butter before the moat Is quite done. 
When turning steak, put fork Into fat 
portion to prevent Juices escaping 
from the lean. 

nice, rolled oals, macaroni, and spa- 
ghetti, and other coarse cereals, may 
be stirred Into vigorously boiling salt- 
ed water. When adding more water, 
stir constantly. Keep covered except 
when stirring. Mix cold water with 
fine cereals to form a smooth paste 
before slowly adding tbolling water. 
Pour rice or macaroni Into a strainer, 
and hold quietly under cold water tap 
to separate, the grains. Then pour 
boiling water through It, and leave la 
the oven until served. 

Add Sugar Last. 

Cook fresh or dried fruits— apples to 
sauce, prunes, plums, or rhubarb — In 
water until tender before adding 
sugar. When the sugar Is added lost, 
the skin becomes softer, and.tho-frulL 
sweeter than If It were added flrst. 
This Is especially true of acid frultst. 

Most Inexperienced cooks And It 
dlfllcult to make smooth sauces and 
gravies. Hot liquid must never be 
added to flour or starch by Itself, as 
this produces lumps. For white 
sauces, combine the flour with rait 
and melted -butter, then add hot 4ullk 
slowly, stirring constantly. Stir In a 
double boiler until there Is no taste of 
raw starch. 

When creaming vegetables, flrst 
melt butter over surface of vegetables. 
Then sprinkle flour evenly oa vegeta* 
ble. mix carefully but well, add milk 
slowly, and cook over a low flame, 
stirring gently until thick. For every 
cup of liquid, use two level tablospoon- 
fuls of flour, two tablespoons of but- 
ter, and half a teaspoon of salt. A 
liquid half milk and half vegetable 
stock makes a tasty sauce. 

Combine equal parU of sugar and 
flour for pudding or pie fllllng*i, then 
stir In hot liquid slowly.

mHE whole secret of making any- 
X one of the cheaper cuts of meat 
tasty lies In flndlng a good recipe 
and In faithfully following all Its 
directions. If this lesson has been 
well learned and Uken to heart 
there Is no reason why round 
aleak, chuck-roast and all the other 
less expensive cuts of beet and 
lamb should not have just as much 
appetite appeal as the more costly 
roasU, steaks and chops.

In washing outside windows, re- 
move surplus water with rubber 
squeegee, and finish with chamois, If

A successful <miethod of cleaning 
glass and cupboard doors and mirrors 
•is to wipe over surface with a cham- 
ois wrung out of warm water which 
contains a little ammonia or non-sud- 
stnit powder. 

Apply vinegar with a llntless cheese- 
cloth to tho outside of a cloudy win- 
dow, and allow It slay on until dry. 
If nece83ar>', rub on vinegar two or 
three times. Then polish the glas^ 
with whiting or cleaning powder,' 
which does not scratch.

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QPECTACULAR growth of trust 
■^ service In tho banking field Is re- 
flected in the national banking system 
Aubrey B. Carter, Jn charge of Trust 
department supervision In the office 
of Comptroller of the Currency. Wash- 
ington, D. C, brings out in an article 
In the American Bankers Association 
Journal. 

"At the close of the 1930 fiscal year 
there were 2.472 national banks with 
trust powers," he says. "Their banking 
resources aggregated $23,529,100,000. 
which represented 34 per cent of the 
number of banks and SO per cent o! 
the total banking resources of the 7.252 
national banks. Trust departmentj" 
had been established by 1.S29 of these 
banks which were administering 79 900 
Individual trusts with trust assets ag- 
gregating 14.473,000.000, nnd In addl- 
tlon were administering 11.500 corpo- 
rate trusts and acting as trustees for 
outstanding note and bond Issues ag- 
gregating $11,503,700,000. 

"These figures represent an increase 
during a four-year period of 446, or 
22 per cent, In tho number of national 
banks authorized to exercise trust 
powers; an Increase of 725. or CG per 
cent.

cent. In the voluTiie of Individual trust 
assets under administration, and an 
Increase of 59.340,000,000, or 379 per 
cent, in tho volumo of bond issues 
outstanding for which these instltu- 
tlons wore acting as trustees." 

These facts, he concludes are "a 
fltrlklng testimonial of tho growing 
public recognition of the doslrabllitv 
of tho corporate fiduciary In th© settle- 
ment of estates and tho administration 
of trusts."
